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Punchard To Meet|Last Minute Rush [United War Fund Campaign To Open; 
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October 12, 1944 


For Overseas Mail Quota To Exceed Last Year's 


The post office expects a last 
minute rush today in the mailing 
of overseas mail, as the deadline is 
tomorrow. The volume of Christmas 
remembrances for the boys and 
girls overseas was above expecta- 
tions this year. Parcels are still 


coming in. 
On Wednesday alone, approxi- 
mately 900 pieces of mail were 


handled, and this did not include 
the large volume of gifts from the 
Servicemen’s Fund Association 
which were mailed earlier in the 
week. The amount of mail going 
overseas this year is much greater 
than last year, due to the increased 
number of boys overseas, and the 
fact that both Army and Navy mail 
closes at the same time this year 
increases the rush, 


After October 15, no guarantee 
can be given that packages will 
reach local boys and girls overseas 
in’ time for Christmas. No parcels 
can be insured. 

Mail going overseas should be 
stoutly packed in regulation con- 
tainers. to prevent its being dam- 
aged in transit. Such packages 
should not weigh more than five 


pounds and should not be more than 


86 inches in lenght and girth com-

In appearance the checks 
are exactly the same as those in 
use in most commercial banks any-

Where’s the Organization? 


You know, every once in a while some people, some nice 
people, average, responsible citizens of our town, say nice 
things about our editorials, especially when we attempt to 
call attention to something that should be corrected. 

Well, it’s good hearing it, but sometimes you wonder. 
You know things should be corrected, but you know, too, that 
while the vast majority of the people agree with you, nothing 
much gets accomplished in the way of correcting things. You 
wonder if it’s worthwhile going on trying to win a Carnegie 
medal for losing friends and not influencing people. You won- 
der if maybe it wouldn’t be just as well for you too to adopt 
the policy of laissez-faire, of letting sleeping dogs lie, even 
though they shouldn’t be sleeping. 

We need something in this town. It’s an organized effort 
to improve the administration of our town, it’s a militant 
effort, one that will not let ungermane irrelevant consider- 
ations influence its actions. Last spring, for instance, as a 
result of some town meeting talk, we undertook to point out 
three weeks running that the positions of town clerk and 
town treasurer were not full-time jobs, and that we pay con- 
siderably more for those two positions than most other towns 
in the state. Was anything done? No, not a thing. People 
were interested, people agreed — but nothing happened. It 
died out. There should have been some organized effort to 
correct that situation, some organization in town should 
have acted to bring about the necessary reorganization of 
town officialdom. But, no, the sleeping dog went right back 
to sleep. 

And this summer, our reservoir went dry. Somebody 
was grossly at fault, and everybody who knew anything about 
the running of the department of public works knew where 
the fault lay, and everybody knew just whose fault it was 
that we don’t get a dollar for every dollar we put into that 
department, and everybody knew that no private business 
would stand for it. We editorialized, and again people were 
interested and people agreed — but nothing happened. It 
died out. There should have been some organized effort to 
correct that situation, some organization in town should have 
been enough interested in effecting an administrative re- 
organization here to have met with the Board of Public works 
and insisted that something be done. But no — the board 
debated three and a half hours as to whether they should 
look into it or not! And then a week later, a little memo of 
mildly-worded blame went into the records, and the blooming 
dog went back to sleep again. 

Oh, well --- we'll keep on barking, and maybe some day 
somebody will sret in and do a real job. i

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JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
CURRICULUM 


Throughout the first two years of 
Andover Junior High school 
same courses are scheduled for all 
pupils, with divisions arranged on 
the basis of ability grouping. This 
arrangement makes possible for 
every pupil an opportunity to cover 
the essential minimum  require- 
ments of the work of these grades. 
Division placement is made on 
\hree bases: the results of previous 
grade achievement on an objective 
test administered at the end of 
Grade 6, the mental age of the 
pupil, and sixth grade teacher judg- 
ment. Readjustments and division 
change is made whenever such 
change more nearly meets the 
needs and abilities of the individual 
pupil. 

Such an adjustable program, 
based on ability grouping, was set 
up in Grade nine, September, 1943, 
and has been continued as an ade- 


quate and satisfactory arrange- 
ment. Four courses have again 
heen offered: College, Business, 


Technical (General), and Practical 
Arts, for which basic courses are 
required of each student. The basic 
subjects, English, social studies, 
science, and physical education, are 
scheduled, regardless of elected 


‘a courses, by. division groupings. In 


this way a basic essential frame- 
work of study for all pupils in 
Grade nine is maintained with the 
continued advantage of ability 
grouping in keeping with the needs 


> of a flexible program in junior high 


school. 
Several modifications have been 
made this school year in Grade 


eight programs with a view to en- 
riching the course as well as in- 
creasing the preparation for work 
in Grade nine. For one period a 
week each eighth grade pupil is of- 
fered a course in oral work, in- 
cluding oral reading, voice expres- 
sion, and vocabulary development. 
A period of art under the new art 
supervisor has been scheduled for 
Grade eight as well as for Grade 
seven (elective in Grade nine only). 
An alternate of science and general 
language background was sched- 
uled this year. The general language 
course, meeting three periods a 
week, covers Greek and Roman 
Beginning Latin will 


}again be offered for the spring ses- 


sion in order to strengthen the 
Latin background work for Grade 
nine.
